In Vets Insurance? 

The most serious problem fac 
ing veterans who hold GI in- 
surance is to keep their bene- 
ficiary listing up to date. 

A recent survey disclosed that 
49 pércent of GI policyholders 
had some form of error in their 
beneficiary listing and in one- 
third of thé cases the major 
beneficiary designation had to 
be changed, L. V. McClelland, 
local Veterans Service Officer, 
reported. * 

In far too many cases, Mc- 
Clelland pointed out, any simi- 
larity between the person or 
Persons the veteran wanted to 
get his insurance benefits and 
those who actually would get it 
was strictly coincidental. 

The VA is compelled by law 
to pay only the beneficiary of 
record when it settles a life in- 
surance claim, McClelland said.

Floridu Forests - 


Not Áppretiated 


Most Floridians take the| 
state's 20-million acres of for-| 
estland for granted..

explanations are true; maybe it 
is a combination of the two.

trées. There is more than a 
rain of truth to the old adage 
of not seeing the forest for the 


naturalists, botanists, 
ind foresters see the trees as a 
part of the forest community. 
Thus the trees are perhaps the 
mosts conspicious member of the 
forest community which include 
hundreds of other forms of life. 
Closely related and often de- 
pendent upon the presence of 
the trees are countless shrubs, 
vines, mosses, ferns, herbs and 
foadstools, Remove the trees and 
these members of the commun- 
ity will pass away also. 
Crawling beneath, through, 
and upon the trees are other 


part of the forest community. 
Dwelling here are insects, bird 
mammals, reptiles, and amphib- 
ians. Where would the Blue bird 
build her nest, or where would 
the wild bees build their hive, if 
the trees were” removed from 
the area? 

All of these then make up the 


ple stand of trees standing on 
barren soil. It is a community of 
closely related shrubs, trees, in- 
sects, and animals. A disease 
which affects one, or a fire 
which destroys one group, has 
a direct effect on the others. 
Even if the forest were ' re- 
stricted to just trees, regardless 
of specie, it would still be a 
complex area. The machinery 
of the tree which gives it life 
and enables it to grow and re- 
produce is as intricate as the 
human body. And some have 
suggested it has certain ad- 
vantages the animals do not 
have. 

It has the ability to draw wa- 
ter and nutrients from the soil. 
The amazing process of photo- 
synthesis utilizes sunlight in a 
manner which makes man en- 
vious. It protects its seeds and 
provide nourishment lor the 
young sprouts. In winter the 
machinery shuts down and the 
tree enters a dormant stage. It 
removes the outward signs of 
life only to spring forth in the 
spring with a new foliage. 

It takes from the community 
where it lives, but also resores 
and return payment for what is 
taken. Its roots hold water ,its 
leaves releases water. Leaves 
and branches provide shade, co- 
ver, and a shelter, Then falling 
to the ground, they accumulate 
and contribute to apan 


ment of the soil. Thef even in 
death when the mighty oak or 
giant pine falls to the earth, it 
returns to the soil from which 
it sprang. 

The forest is far from simple. 
It is beautiful in its complex- 
ity and completeness, When 
Floridians adequately appre- 
ciate this, the state’s 20-million 
acres of forestlands will be 
looked upon as 20-million acres | 
of wealth.
